It was thought that the decision on 
the M innesota case may set a ruling 
precedent for other states.

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COUNCIL ASKS WATER AND LIGHT BOARD 
TO CONSIDER WAGE REDUCTION PLAN 


Delving deeper into the question of 
general financial savings in line with 
their own policies, city alderm en last 
night passed a motion recommending 
wage cuts in the W ater and Light de­ 
partm ent. 
The council understood, so the dis­ 
cussion went, that its body could not 
dictate the policies of the W ater and 
L ight Board but th at a recommenda­ 
tion would receive attention and earn­ 
est consideration. 
Any reduction in salaries in the city 
w ater and light departm ent would not 
directly affect the lowering of expen­ 
ses governed by the council but would 
have an indirect effect in lowering city 
taxes. 
Would Benefit Indirectly 
Alderman V. F. Anderson, third v t rd 
alderm an and chairm an of the finance 
committee, who undertook the initia­ 
tive of wage cutting as a 
means 
to 
keep w ithin the gradually diminishing 
budget for the season, told aldermen 
th at savings in the w ater and li%ht 
departm ent would benefit the city of 
earnings in the departm ent. 
The action to extend their program 
to the w ater and light board followed 
the acceptance of a report 
from 
a 
council comm ittee as m ade by W. J. 
Lyonais in a new plan affecting paid 
firemen. 
The new plan was recently announc­ 
ed following the m eeeting of the com­ 
m ittee and a comm ittee of the B rain­ 
erd' Volunteer Firem en’s Association. 


That plan in effect suggested a more 
' drastic cut of wages of appointive fire­ 
men to equalize the saving brought 
about by the council's plan to lay off 
one fire truck driver, cut the wages of 
the other men ten per cent and plam 
a double duty of fire chief and truck 
driver on Frank W. Fuller. 
Firem en Take Cut 
The firemen’s move, accepted by the 
council, places the city fire departm ent 
on the same working basis as previous­ 
ly and perm its Fuller to devote ms 
tim e to the sole duties of fire chief, 
which includes inspection and investi­ 
gation duties. 
The accepted plan means a wage 
cut of $20 a month to the chief and 
the three fire truck drivers from their 
original salaries before any action to 
; reduce Adages was taken. 
No solution to the argtim ent regard­ 
ing qualifications of firemen, police, 
was reached, the council in general 
agreeing th at both departm ents were 
subject to call in all kinds of w eather 
and th at all were worthy of their wag­ 
es and would receive higher wages if 
the city budget would perm it it. 
Adoption of the resolution acceptiag 
the new wage cut plan of the city, em­ 
bodying the change as affecting the 
fireman was made on motion of Alder­ 
man W. J. Hall and Geo. E. Erickson.

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HIGHWAY WORK CUTS UNEMPLOYMENT- 
Although the state hghway work gave employment to more 
than 8,500 persons during the month of November and practically 
throughout December as mild weather continued, it is imperative 
that this number of men and even a greater payroll be continued 
throughout the coming months. 
Employment of this number has 
had a tender, y to alleviate the situation as far as idle men are 
concerned to sera 2 extent throughout the state, and with present 
weather continuing t’:ere should be no obstacle in the way of con­ 
tinued work. 
Favorable weather mr.Jo it possible for many of the grad­ 
ing, graveling and bridge contractors to continue activities 
throughout the last several month . 
For example, good progress 
has been made on the new highway I idge in Brainerd, for which 
preliminary construction activities arr well under way at the foot 
of Main Street. 
It is also encouraging to note that a goodly num­ 
ber of local men are employed on this project but an analysis also 
reveals that several outsiders seeking work on the project have 
settled in Brainerd. 
This condition is to be discouraged and the 
contractors should help remedy the situation by keeping as many 
men as possible at call so that outsiders would hold no thought 
that the near future might bring them work on the structure. 
As C. M. Babcock, highway commissioner, has explained, 
it is not possible to select only men for this work from immediate 
community in which the project is located. 
But, the state high­ 
way department and the contractors could discourage the drift of 
outsiders to Brainerd looking for work on the project by having 
sufficient men listed so that it would not be necessary to place a 
general call which, no doubt, would bring another flood of work­ 
men to this city. 
Generally, only about half of them or less are 
offered employment, and Brainerd would be called upon to accept 
them as charges. 
Brainerd is not in any way harassed by unemployment. Of 
course, there is a certain number that are out of work but the 
condition could easily become aggravated with a wholesale influx 
of laborers seeking work on the project.

A NEW SANTA PROBLEM--^ 
It is easy to see why the Postoffice Department wopld like 
to change the name of the town of Santa Claus, Ind. 
The town 
has a population of less than a hundred, but its unusual nam® 
causes it to get a bulk of Christmas mail greater th^n SQmc cities 
many times its size ever see. 
Handling this extra mail every year 
is a nuisance and an expense; a methodical postmaster genera 
can hardly be blamed for wanting a change. 
But it develops that the people of Santa Claus are almost 
unanimously opposed to any change; and that, it seems to us 
ought to be that. 
After all, the people of a town have a right to 
call their town by any name that seems good to them. 
If the 
people of Santa Claus like the name they ought to be allowed to 
keep it. 


RECOGNIZING GENIUS- 
A very quaint old letter has just been brought to America 
for publication by Professor Waldemar Westergard of the Univer 
sity of California at Los Angeles. 
Written in Danzig, Germany 
in 1707, it bewails the misspent youth of one Gabriel Fahrenheit 
the man who later invented the mercury thermometer and became 
a world-famous scientist. 
The letter was written by the boy’s 
guardians to the Danzig burgomasters. 
Fahrenheit was 21 at the 
time, and he seems to have been something of a young hellion. The 
guardians recite the list of his misdeeds, stating quaintly that “he 
has behaved himself regrettably” and declaring that they can see 
ahead of him “nothing except destruction and dire ruin/’ 
They urge, therefore, that the town council put the lad un­ 
der arrest and slip him away to the Dutch East Indies, in the hope 
that a hard life under new surroundings might snap him out of it 
The plan seems to have miscarried; Fahrenheit remained in Ger­ 
many, became famous and left us the measuring-stick by which we 
still guage temperature. At this distance, of course, the guardians 
look rather ridiculous—as respectability almost always does when 
it bumps into genius. 
And the whole business simply proves once 
more that what we take for “badness” in a young man is very of­ 
ten only the bubbJing-over of a nature that is a great deal stronger 
and more capable than the avera# 
How many, many times that has happened in the world’s 
history! 
The young man who will not conform, whose efferves­ 
cent spirits push him into follies and mistakes—he usually gets 
marked down as a wrong un, and age and wisdom wag theij 
beards at him dolefully. 
But now and then he winds up by fooling 
everybody. 
The “bad boy” is a problem, of course. 
But we 
usually fail to see tilt' problem in quite the right light. 
The most 
we try to do is stop the badness. 
The real job is to turn the ex­ 
cess energy that caused the badness into productive channels. 


ARTIFICIAL GRASS- 
The strangest and most (utile of all the peculiar innova­ 
tions of this mechanical age seems to have been made in New 
York recently, with the installation, along a mid-town boulevard, 
of a strip of artificial grass. 
Yes, that is correct; artificial grass. 
There is a semi-park- 
like strip between the two roadways of this boulevard, aud for-, 
inerly the city tried to nourish a grass plot there; but waste paper 
collected there, and the grass didn’t grow' very well, and the strip 
always looked slightly brown and untidy.
